Homeless man set fire to himself when cigarette ignited sleeping bag

A homeless man who ran out into 
a New Malden street on fire 
before collapsing in front of 
people died after his cigarette set 
fire to his sleeping bag as he slept. 

Colin Edwards, 51, who was 
originally from Surbiton, was 
found outside the empty office 
building Clear House, in Kingston 
Road, with 50 per cent burns to 
his upper body in the early hours 
of Friday, March 6, this year. 

He had accidentally fallen 
asleep in a nearby car park after 
lighting a cigarette, an inquest 
into his death at West London 
Coroner’s Court heard on Mon¬ 
day, December 14. 

The inquest also heard lighter 
fluid had spilled on to his clothes 
sparking the fire that spread to 
his body as he desperately tried to 
roll over and extinguish the 
flames. 

He died of his injuries three 
days later at a specialist burns 
unit in Broomfield Hospital in 
Essex on Monday, March 9. 

Reading a statement from 
Sergeant Harvey, Coroner 
Chinyere Inyama said: “He woke 
in the middle of the night to find 
his sleeping bag smouldering. 

“He started to roll around to ex¬ 
tinguish the smoke, but while

doing so apparently a small 
pocket lighter had broken causing 
the fluid to escape, which caught 
fire. 

“He then ran out into Kingston 
Road and seemed to collapse in 
front of the footpath. Members of 
the public tried to assist in extin¬ 
guishing the flames.” 

The inquest also heard Mr Ed¬ 
wards was an on-off drug user 
who used heroin and crack co¬ 
caine - with his behaviour becom¬ 
ing increasingly erratic in the 


year before his death. 

Mr Inyama added: “He had a 
history of schizo-affective 
disorder and drug use. 

“He was way more chaotic in his 
behaviour. He was jumping out in 
front of moving vehicles and 
threatening aggression to others 
as well.” 

Mr Edwards was known to mem¬ 
bers of St Peter’s Church in Nor- 
biton, and had previously stayed 
at the YMCA in Surbiton. 

At the time of his death friends

claimed that Mr Edwards’ mental 
health problems were ignored by 
the authorities and that “no one 
wanted to help him”. 

School friend John Ridley had 
said: “He was put on a shelf to rot. 
That’s why he got into this mess. I 
saw him a couple of weeks ago 
and he said ‘They won’t house me, 
they won’t come near me’. 

“He should have been in cared 
accommodation or sheltered 
accommodation.” 

In April Kingston Council and 
South West London and St 
George’s Mental Health Trust, 
which runs Tolworth Hospital, 
launched an investigation into the 
death. 

At the time a spokesman acting 
for Kingston Council and South 
West London and St George’s 
Mental Health Trust, said: “The 
council and South West London 
and St George’s Mental Health 
NHS Trust extend our deepest 
sympathies to family and friends 
at this distressing time. 

“As with all cases of this nature, 
the trust will conduct an investi¬ 
gation into the case and will be li¬ 
aising with other agencies, 
including Kingston’s housing 
team to conclude.” 

The Kingston Guardian has 
asked about the progress of this 
investigation announced more 
than seven months ago. 

The inquest concluded Mr 
Edwards died an accidental death.

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Couple’s dream wedding plan 
ruined by sale of golf club land

A couple were forced to cancel 
their “dream wedding” after 
the plush Chessington venue 
booked for the reception 
closed down unexpectedly. 

Lorry driver Darren Palmer 
and fiancee Lisa Schettino 
spent 18 months planning 
their dream June wedding at 
Chessington Golf Centre only 
to be told the big day was can¬ 
celled after the land was sold 
to a housing developer. 

In November our sister 
paper the Surrey Comet re¬ 
vealed developers were eying 
up the greenbelt land for a 700- 
home development including 
a football pitch, swimming 
pool and leisure centre at the 
Garrison Lane site. 

Despite no formal plans 
being submitted to Kingston

Council the golf club closed 
for good on November 29. 

Mr Palmer said: “It’s a 


massive blow. They’ve ruined 
our wedding. We now have to 
find a venue to match for a 
Saturday in June and we’re 
completely stuck. 

“We spent £250 on the wed¬ 
ding invites and sent them out 
weeks ago. We’ve had to tell 
our friends and family to 
ignore them as the wedding 
might not go ahead.” 

The Wallington couple met 
three years ago and Mr 
Palmer proposed on holiday in 
Tenerife in June 2014. 

They had paid a £2,000 
deposit to secure the summer 
date at the beginning of the 
year and their entire wedding 
package cost £5,000 for the 
venue, flowers, food and 
drink. 

The couple’s nine children 
and four grandchildren from 
previous relationships were 
all set to attend the wedding 
for 86 guests. 

Mr Palmer added: “The only 


suitable venues we can still 
book are £10,000 and miles 
away. Lisa is now working 15- 
hour days so that we can still 
afford the wedding. 

“They sat on our money for 
months. Something that big 
doesn’t shut down in a month. 
They knew they were selling 
the centre and they still took 
bookings.” 

Miss Schettino, 42, works as 
a dementia carer and has 
Crohn’s disease. 

She claims she was so 
stressed about the cancella¬ 
tion her health deteriorated, 
forcing her to be admitted to 
hospital for 12 days. 

Miss Schettino said: “When 
Darren told me about the can¬ 
cellation I was heartbroken. 

“The date and venue we had 
chosen meant everything to 
me. I feel totally let down by 
the club and feel they weren’t 
even that bothered about it. 

“We feel we’re now back to 


square one, with no clue as to 
what we do now.” 

Chessington South Council¬ 
lor Patricia Bamford said: 
“They have badly let people 
down who booked the venue 
in good faith. I hope the disap¬ 
pointed couple receive com¬ 
pensation from the new 
owners for the massive incon¬ 
venience to them.” 

A Kingston Council spokes¬ 
man said: “As the council does 
not own the Chessington Golf 
Centre we currently do not 
know if it has been sold. 

“We are, however, currently 
trying to find out if the couple 
has been in touch with our 
trading standards department 
and if so, what advice they 
have been given. 

“If they do get in touch with 
us we will give them all the 
helpful advice to help them re¬ 
solve this issue.” 

Chessington Golf Centre was 
unavailable for comment.

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HIT-AND-RUN: A pensioner left fight¬ 
ing for her life after a hit-and-run in 
New Malden is now in a stable condi¬ 
tion and recovering in hospital. The 
woman, in her 70s, was found at the 
Burlington Road junction with Bel¬ 
mont Avenue at 1pm on Wednesday, 
December 9 having been hit by a car. 
Paramedics attended and took the 
woman to a west London hospital 
where she was treated for life-threat¬ 
ening injuries. The hit-and-run was 
the second in Kingston within a week. 
A spokeswoman for the Metropolitan 
Police said the woman was now in a 
stable condition. A man was arrested 
on suspicion of dangerous driving 
soon after the crash. He has been 
bailed until the end of January. 

GAS DEATH: A man in his 20s died 
and a block of flats near Kingston 
town centre was evacuated after a 
suspected toxic gas leak. Police, 
ambulance and fire crews were 
called to Fairfax House in Livesey 
Close just after 8am on Monday, De¬ 
cember 14. A spokesman for the 
Metropolitan Police initially said the 
death, just off Villiers Road, was 
being treated as unexplained, but 
CID have since declared the death 
“non suspicious”. A Met Police 
spokesman said: “A man in his 20s 
was pronounced dead at the scene. 
The surrounding area was evacuat¬ 
ed due to the possible presence of a 
noxious gas.” In a rush to get to the 
scene a police van crashed into a 
car knocking off the wing mirror in 
nearby Winery Lane.

Dons move leaves Ks searching

Kingstonian’s worst fears 
were realised as plans for 
AFC Wimbledon to move out 
of Kingsmeadow and build a 
new stadium in Merton were 
approved. 

This leaves Ks with the task 
of finding a new ground 
within the next two years. 

A Merton Council planning 
committee last Thursday 
voted unanimously at Mer¬ 
ton’s civic centre to build a 
12,000-seater stadium in the 
Dons’ traditional home of 
Plough Lane - possibly for 
the start of the 2017 season. 

AFC Wimbledon are now 
free to sell the lease for 
Kingsmeadow - the ground 
they have shared with 
Kingstonian since 2003 - and 
Ks must now find a new 
ground. 

While the move has been 
met with excitement from 
Dons’ fans, Kingstonian’s fol¬ 
lowers are growing increas¬ 
ingly concerned for the club’s 
future in the borough. 

Kingston councillor and 
Kingstonian fan Jon Tolley 
said: “I think the best analo¬ 
gy is you can’t make an 
omelette without breaking 
eggs. 

“It’s brilliant news for AFC 
Wimbledon, but what hap¬ 
pens to Kingstonian now? 

“There is talk about devel¬ 
oping in the borough, but as a

Kingstonian fan I want Ks to 
play in Kingston, and that 
looks impossible now. 

“I just wish that there was 
some recognition that the 
thing that has happened to 
Kingston is sad.” 

The Dons Trust, the sup¬ 
porters group that owns AFC 
Wimbledon, voted 99 per cent 
in favour of selling the lease 
for Kingsmeadow at a meet¬ 
ing at the ground last month. 

Premier League champions 


Chelsea are expected to buy 
the lease to use the ground 
for the use of their women’s 
and youth teams. 

Kingstonian have used the 
ground since 1989. 

Mr Tolley added: “It’s a 
tragedy, a real shame that 
Kingston won’t have a foot¬ 
ball club apart from Chelsea 
ladies. 

“I’m 100 per cent convinced 
that Chelsea have no interest 
in the ladies team [on buying 


Kingsmeadow] and just want 
to have influence in south¬ 
west London. People are 
going to be bombarded with 
Chelsea propaganda. 

“I just don’t buy that 
Chelsea ladies and youth are 
more important. It’s the 
money that is.” 

Kingstonian fan Jamie Cut- 
teridge said: “I think Kingsto¬ 
nian always thought they 
would end up with 
Kingsmeadow. 


“The fact that Chelsea came 
in changed everything. 

“I’m surprised it went 
through. I think it was always 
going to happen at some 
point. 

“We’re not going to have 
our own ground by then so 
there is going to be some 
ground sharing, the longer 
we ground share the less we 
can afford.”

Campaigners fight parking move

The moving of nine disabled parking 
spaces outside Memorial Gardens has 
led to fears about accessibility in 
Kingston town centre from disability 
campaigners. 

Kingston Council has launched a 
public consultation into plans to 
pedestrianise the square by the 



Accesorize shop to help create an 
access route from Clarence Street 
and the Ancient Market Place. 

The nine disabled parking bays 
that currently make up the square 
will be relocated if the plans go 
ahead. 

They would be moved to Lady 
Booth Road, Union Street and 
Dolphin Road, where there are 
currently pay-and-display bays. 

Sue Thomas, 61, of Mill Street, uses 
the bays to take her disabled mother 
into Kingston. 

She said: “I’m just 
worried by the geogra¬ 
phy of it. My mother 
broke her hip so she 
can’t do long distances. 
It’s a serious concern. 

“I regularly deliver 
my mother to the bank 
and she’s 86 and dis¬ 
abled and [there is] no

way she can walk from where I drop 
her. 

“The quality of her life would be so 
different. It’s just not right. 

“We have to make sure we look 
after the vulnerable.” 

Access for loading will be 
maintained from 6am to 10am and 
4pm to 6pm on Monday to Saturday, 


with no access on Sunday. 

Arrangements will also be made 
for users of All Saints Church to 
have vehicular access to their own 
car park in Memorial Square. 

Councillor Hugh Scantlebury, 
chairman of the Kingston town neigh¬ 
bourhood committee, said: “It simply 
doesn’t make sense to have cars ma¬ 
noeuvring and parking in such a high 
footfall area. 

“The parking spaces do create a 
barrier, discouraging people from fully 
exploring the town centre. 

“We have met with Kingston Cen¬ 
tre for Independent Living (KCIL) to 
ensure that the proposals meet with 
its expectations, and am happy to 
report that it is satisfied that the 
spaces are equally accessible for 
service users.” 

KCIL declined a chance to comment 
on the plans when contacted by the 
Kingston Guardian.

No free rubbish removal plan for disabled 


A disabled Kingston resident has 
expressed outrage over the coun¬ 
cil’s decision not to introduce a 
free rubbish removal service for 
people with disabilities. 

Louis Sheldon-Williams, 62, 
suffers from severe spinal 
myelopathy that means he has 
great difficulty walking. 

He has been campaigning for 
six years for a free collection ser¬ 
vice of large waste items, such as 
unwanted furniture, for disabled 


people on income support. 

He said: “I lived in Kew Gardens 
and Hackney before moving to 
Kingston. In both these boroughs 
the council offered this service. 

“If you’re disabled you are un¬ 
able to lift heavy items such as 
freezers and beds. 

“When I wanted to get rid of an 
old mattress, the council charged 
me £30. 

“I got a friend to help me. Many 
disabled people can’t rely on this 


support and live in squalor.” 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said a free service 
would not be introduced. 

He said: “There is no direct cor¬ 
relation between disability and 
the ability to pay. 

“Were the council to introduce 
a blanket scheme of free waste 
collections for disabled people it 
is inevitable that we would be 
collecting waste from those per¬ 
fectly able to pay for the service.”

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Huge council pay-off

The chief executive of Kingston 
Council will receive more 
than £250,000 after being “asked 
to resign”. 

Bruce McDonald, who had 
been chief executive for 15 years, 
was “asked to leave” by council 
leader Kevin Davis, according to 
Liberal Democrat councillors. 

Mr McDonald’s resignation 
was announced on November 27. 

He was gone the same day. 

Mr McDonald will receive a 
£267,512 lump sum pay-out, 
which includes his notice period 
pay, plus his pension, equivalent 
to half his £178,341 annual 
salary. 

As part of the settlement 
Mr McDonald has signed a non¬ 
disclosure agreement - meaning 
he cannot talk to the press about 
his reasons for leaving. 

Kingston Liberal Democrat 
leader Liz Green said: “If he 
resigned, why is there a pay out? 

“Iam not necessarily surprised 
about the amount because I 
know how much these things can 
cost. 

“But this is an awful lot of 
money, especially when the 
council are making the cuts they 
are. 

“Kevin [Davis] has told me he 
requested that [Bruce] leave and 
there was an agreement.” 

Coun Davis denied there had 
been any falling out between Mr 


McDonald and himself and 
claimed any apparent secrecy 
was simply due to a non-disclo¬ 
sure agreement he is bound by. 

He said: “That is rubbish [that 
we have fallen out]. I have known 
Bruce for many years. I cannot 
say much because I am legally 
bound. 

“What I wanted was to get ev¬ 
erything I absolutely could into 
the public domain, which is why 
we have released the figures. 

“In January, we will be starting 
a recruitment process [for the 
chief executive job] then it will 
become clearer. 

“The recruitment process will 
also start at the same time the 
draft budget comes out.” 

Coun Green was not the 
only person to question Mr 
McDonald’s large pay out, 
which seems to be in contra¬ 
diction to previous Conser¬ 
vative ideals.

Jonathan Isaby, chief executive 
of the Taxpayers’ Alliance and 
Kingston resident, said: “This is 
an extraordinary sum of taxpay¬ 
ers’ money for yet another bloat¬ 
ed public sector golden goodbye.

Stop plans for this 
huge blocks of flats 


The latest attack on the heart of 
Kingston is being waged by devel¬ 
oper British Land and financier 
Deloitte. 

British Land is proposing to re¬ 
develop Eden Walk, which in¬ 
cludes the sites of British Home 
Stores, Millennium House, Boots, 
Sainsbury’s, Heals and Neville 
Yard. This is an enormous area 
and the proposed buildings are on 
a giant scale never before seen in 
Kingston. 

The driving force is, of course, 
profit. That is to be expected, prof¬ 
it is the purpose in life of develop¬ 
ers and financiers. But this profit 
should not be made at the expense 
of the town, destroying its scale 
and texture and overwhelming 
the existing buildings. The 
scheme provides no benefit for 
residents. 

More than 300 flats are pro¬ 
posed, but there will be no afford¬ 
able housing, there will be no 


payment towards schools or any 
community infrastructure, noth¬ 
ing is given all is taken. 

The developer says it has been 
“transparent” and that anyone 
can see the information. The way 
the information is lost in the mass 
of images on the planning applica¬ 
tion means few members of the 
public can have any idea of what 
is proposed. It says it has “consult¬ 
ed”, but the images shown at the 
consultations were partial. 

To get an idea of the scale of the 
development, take one corner: the 
back of British Home Stores on to 
Eden Street. It is not attractive, 
but its scale fits that of the listed 
old post office and the United Re¬ 
formed Church. The proposal is to 
build three massive blocks of flats 
rising to between 14 and 16 
storeys. 

Each is taller than Premier Inn, 
the great concrete block that faces 
the Cattle Market. 


These gargantuan blocks will 
overwhelm the United Reformed 
Church, Eagle Chambers and the 
old post office. This is only one 
corner, but it is indicative of the 
over-development of the whole 
site. 

The Eden Quarter Brief, a mas¬ 
ter plan for the whole area, which 
showed much smaller buildings 
and more humane spaces, was 
passed by the council earlier in 
the year. It has been ignored by 
British Land. The project is too 
massive for the site and must to be 
stopped. You can see the drawings 
at the library or on the council 
website. Your councillors and the 
development control department 
should hear your views. 

The closing date for comments is 
December 17. Make time to write. 
Christmas is once a year, this is 
forever.

1. There is no cure. If you want to 
suggest a cure to me, please don’t. 
It’s not because I don’t appreciate 
the thought; and it’s not because I 
don’t want to get well. If there was 
something that cured MS we would 
know about it. 

2. 1 have to wear a catheter all day, 
every day. I wear a condom, 
connected to a bag on my leg, 
as the muscles in my bladder don’t 
work and are not under my control. 

One morning I asked my wife 
“Have you just washed the floor 
here?” 



“No?” she queried. 

“Then I’ve just wet myself”, I said, 
standing in a puddle of my own 
urine. I hadn’t even noticed that my 
bladder had let go of its own accord. 

3. Spasticity. It feels like I’ve got a 
diver’s boot on one leg. Try this out 
for yourself. Put a lead weight on 
one ankle (a diver’s belt will do) and 
a roller skate on the other. Try to 
balance using a walking stick. 

Give it a while to get used to 


tottering around with the weighted 
leg while the other foot tries to fly 
away from under you. 

4. It is an invisible disease. Having 
an invisible disability means things 
change before I realise that they 
have done so. Just because you 
can’t see the changes doesn’t mean 
they aren’t there. 

5. Spasms. A leg will start twitching 
uncontrollably. I can sit on the sofa 
watching TV or asleep at night and it 
feels like someone has just attached 
a car battery to me. One eye twitches 
back and forth as I read a newspaper 
or book or I’m crossing the road. 

All this amounts to is that I am doing 


a massive amount of work just exist¬ 
ing, before I start actually doing any¬ 
thing. And it’s exhausting. 

So, if I lose my temper from time to 
time you will know why. Because 
this is how I feel all the time. 

But do you want to know what re¬ 
ally amazes me? 

Not once, in six years, has my wife 
ever talked about leaving me. 

To my wife, I say THANK YOU.

THIS WEEK'S REASONS TO GO OUT 


In the Heart of the Sea tells the true story of the fight 
for survival which inspired Herman Melville’s Moby 
Dick. JIM PALMER caught up with the film’s stars. 


A udiences have grown fairly used to the 
star of a movie going to extreme lengths 
for a role, but how many times has a 
whole cast done so? 

In Oscar-winning director Ron Howard's In the 
Heart of the Sea - the true story of the sinking 
of the whaleship in 1820 which inspired Her¬ 
man Melville's Moby Dick - the actors were re¬ 
quired to look emaciated and starved for 
scenes where they had been stranded at sea. 

And so, after building themselves up to the 
buff physiques of professional sailors, they 
went on a gruelling diet and lost a substantial 
amount of weight. 

Cillian Murphy, who starred in 28 Days Later, 
plays the Essex's second mate, Matthew Joy. 

He says: "Ron told us he wanted to do this 
and wanted to do it as authentically as possible 
and the thing about it is at the beginning we 
were on this regime to bulk up and we were in 
the gym. Everyone felt fantastic and looked 
fantastic. We were getting these amazing 
breakfasts and lunches and dinners and then it 
all came to an end and we had to begin the 
other half of the film." 

"Normally on a film like this you might send 
the actors off and say go away and come back 
when you're emaciated but with this we had to 
do it while we were shooting. So we dropped 
dramatically. Then inevitably, when you get 
loads of men together, it gets competitive." 

As his co-star Tom Holland, explained, the ex¬ 
perience brought them closer: "When you get 
21 guys and say 'sorry you can't eat for six 
weeks' they are obviously going to get on to¬ 
gether," he says. 

"The weight loss accelerated our 


relationship to a point where we are all very 
close and it really did help us throughout the 
film because these men would have had 
relationships that are pretty unbreakable." 

The film's lead, Thor star Chris Hemsworth, 
adds: "It was unlike anything I had ever done 
before. It was like being part of a football team 
back in high school or something." 

Inevitably, the lack of food was a struggle and 
affected the actors but that again was a posi¬ 
tive as far as the cast was concerned. 

Benjamin Walker, who plays the ship's cap¬ 
tain, says: "It's easier to seem exhausted and 
hungry when you are exhausted and hungry." 

At the heart of it all was a great script, based 
on the book by Nathaniel Philbrick, and a 
director in Howard that many of the cast were 
desperate to work with. 

Murphy says: "He did push us but he does it 
with such grace and he's such a warm individu¬ 
al. The director is like your general, your leader, 
you have to trust him and you want to realise 
his vision. The director sets the atmosphere, 
particularly for a film like this. We all wanted to 
do whatever Ron was asking of us because we 
all love his films and we all mad about him as a 
person." 

In the Heart of the Sea (12A) is in cinemas 
December 26.
